City finalizes 
spending plan 
for big projects 

City councillors have not 
committed to building a 
new fire service facility, 
fast ferry or commuter 
rail, but if and when 
they do proceed with 
multimillion-dollar pro¬ 
jects, there is now a plan 
in place to pay for them. 

During a lengthy 
debate Tuesday, council’s 
Committee of the Whole 
approved a strategy 
to fund planned and 
proposed developments 
over the next 10 to 15 
years. 

Planned projects 
include upgrades to the 
Dartmouth Sportsplex, 
the Cogswell inter¬ 
change and the $ 50-mil¬ 
lion, five-year downtown 
investment. 

“They interact with 
each other,” said Greg 
Keefe, the city’s director 
of finance and informa¬ 
tion technology. “The 
funding plan needs to 
be laid out so when 
you make one decision 
you know you are not 
preventing yourself from 
making another decision 
down the road.” 

Other potential 
projects include a new 
police station, a stadium 
and multi-pad arenas 
on both sides of the 
harbour. 

“I’m not convinced 
all of those projects will 
eventually go ahead, but 
they needed to know 
that if they go ahead and 
fund all of the arenas 
now, that doesn’t mean 
they can’t consider some 
of the other stuff later,” 
said Keefe. 

The plan involves 
adding a one-cent tax 
onto the general rate, or 
approximately $25 per 
household per year. This 
will be discussed further 
during spring budget 
debates. 

It also involves selling 
surplus properties — 
such as the Bloomfield 
Centre and St. Pat’s High 
— and dedicating the 
proceeds to planned stra¬ 
tegic projects, as well as 
amending the multi-year 
fiscal plan to increase 
the permissible debt for 
projects to $100 million.

Tears came to George Findlay’s 
eyes when regional council¬ 
lors voted to save the Halifax 
Forum. 

The chair of the Halifax 
Forum Community Associa¬ 
tion (HFCA) said it’s a happy 
day after five years of discus¬ 
sions to close the historic 
building. 

“I’m just tremendously 



elated,” Findlay said after the 
vote at city hall Tuesday. 

As a city institution, Find¬ 
lay pointed to the many bands, 
hockey games and prime min¬ 
isters the Forum has hosted, as 
well as bingo nights that have 
drawn crowds. 

But there were concerns 
about the facility’s ability to 
accommodate demand with 
only two ice surfaces, small 
dressing rooms and smaller 
seating area. 

City staff had proposed 
closing the Forum and sell¬ 
ing the land to help offset the 


Council won’t make a deci¬ 
sion on selling the Khyber 
building before September. 

During a lengthy Com¬ 
mittee of the Whole meeting 
that went past 6 p.m. Tues¬ 
day, council agreed to defer 
some items on the regular 
council agenda to later dates.

Windsor Park, but ultimately 
councillors defeated that pro¬ 
posal during the lengthy Com¬ 
mittee of the Whole meeting. 

“While I respect that there 
are some advantages to the 
CFB proposal, in terms of cap¬ 
ital up-front costs, and possibly 
long-term costs, as I’ve said be¬ 
fore ... the Forum has more to 
offer than a four-pad. We’re 
going to be talking about a 
significantly different facility,” 
said Coun. Waye Mason. 

Mason tabled a new motion 


including 1588 Barrington 
St. — as surplus to HRM was 
deferred until a meeting in 
September. 

City staffers are recom¬ 
mending selling the 126-year- 
old building because it’s in 
need of renovations that 
could cost millions. 

Downtown Coun. Waye 
Mason questioned those fig¬ 


directing city staff to come up 
with a plan for renovating the 
Forum, which would include 
mixed-use opportunities, with 
a completion date in 2019. 

“That’s all part of our plan,” 
said Findlay. “It’s done in great 
detail by our architects.... The 
outside will be renovated. The 
walkways will all be intercon¬ 
necting. There will be a new 
gym” 

HFCA has developed a 
$39-million proposal to refur¬ 
bish the Forum, add a third 
ice surface and expand the 
existing Forum and Civic rinks 
to NHL size. 

The motion also directs 
staff to begin planning a new 
four-pad for Commodore 
Drive in Dartmouth, and upon 
its completion, declare the 
Devonshire, Gray, Bowles and 
Lebrun arenas surplus.

Lost taxes. Illegal tobacco 
booming in N.S.: Study 


A study commissioned by the 
Atlantic Convenience Stores 
Association (ACSA) suggests il¬ 
legal tobacco use is on the rise 
in Nova Scotia. 

A release from the associa¬ 
tion states that from June 2013 
to June 2014, the “average 
presence” of illegal tobacco 
rose to 20.4 per cent from 14.6. 

Montreal-based firm NIRIC 
collected and analyzed more 
than 3,000 cigarette butts 


from 27 places across Nova 
Scotia for the study. The find¬ 
ings are considered accurate to 
within 1.8 percentage points, 
19 times out of 20. 

ACSA president Mike Ham- 
moud says in the release that 
organized crime groups make 
millions of dollars from illegal 
tobacco. He estimates up to 
$54 million in provincial tax 
revenue will be lost this year 
alone, metro

Police arrest 
man for banking

Investigators have made an 
arrest in connection with a 
fraud scheme in Halifax.

Report raises concerns. 

Investigation on death 
of child two years ago 
finds “fragmentation” 
in service system 


Nova Scotia should set up an in¬ 
dependent team to investigate 
all deaths and serious injuries 
involving children receiving 
government services, the prov¬ 
ince’s acting ombudsman said 
Tuesday in a report that investi¬ 
gated a child’s death more than 
two years ago. 

Christine Delisle-Brennan 
identified several shortcom¬ 
ings in the way the province 
dealt with the child, who died 
seven months after authorities 
were alerted to concerns about 
the child’s well-being. 

Her report says there were 
problems with vague stan¬ 
dards, poor communications, 
inadequate record-keeping and 
heavy caseloads at the Depart¬ 
ment of Community Services. 

“What emerged from our 
investigation might best be 
described as system fragmenta¬ 
tion,” Delisle-Brennan said in a 
statement. 

“In some instances, there 
were a series of disconnects, 
vague or non-existent stan¬ 
dards and uncertainty of ap¬ 
proach.” 


The report recommends 
the Nova Scotia Justice Depart¬ 
ment create a team to examine 
all child deaths and serious in¬ 
juries where government servi¬ 
ces are involved. 

Vicki Wood, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Community 
Services Department, said staff 
will review the recommenda¬ 
tions and there are plans to 
hold talks with the other de¬ 
partments mentioned in the 
report, Justice and Health. 

“We view it with great ser¬ 
iousness in terms of the con¬ 
cerns that it raises,” said Wood, 
who challenged the suggestion 
there was poor communication 
between government agencies 
and departments. 

The child’s age and gender 
were not released, but the ad¬ 
ministrative review says the 
child died more than two years 
ago at home as the result of 
blunt abdominal trauma. 

The mother of the child 
and the mother’s partner were 
known to pobce, who were 
called to the home to investi¬ 
gate a domestic dispute seven 
months before the child died. 
That’s when Community Ser¬ 
vices was first told about the 
child. 

The department received 
five referrals or complaints 
about the child’s well-being, 
including two that prompted 
an investigation about three 
months before the child died. 


Recommendations 


The ombudsman’s investiga¬ 
tion did not turn up evidence 
of government wrongdoing 
nor anything to suggest 
government agents in “an un¬ 
caring or indifferent manner.” 


• The ombudsman is recom¬ 
mending the Community 
Services Department clarify 
its standards and work 
to reduce the caseloads, 
which remain slightly 
higher than the maximum. 


• The investigation found 
sharing of information be¬ 
tween health-care person¬ 
nel and child protection 
staff was hampered by 
legislative requirements, 
the sensitive nature of 
health information and 
database differences. 


“It is unknown whether 
gaps between entries reflected 
inactivity on files or had any 
impact on the nature of re¬ 
sponses. However, these con¬ 
cerns were increased by the 
fact that two investigation files 
remained open when the child 
died,” the report says. 

The report says the moth¬ 
er’s partner was charged with 
manslaughter and acquitted.

Arms embargo, ban on 
some tech sales adopted 
by Europeans after 
Malaysian airline disaster 


Shocked into action by the 
downing of the Malaysian 
airliner and the resulting 
deaths of more than 200 
Europeans, the European 
Union approved dramat¬ 
ically tougher economic 
sanctions against Russia 
on Tuesday, to be followed 
swiftly by similar punitive 
measures from the U.S. 

The new sanctions adopt¬ 
ed by the Europeans over 
the uprising in Ukraine in¬ 
clude an arms embargo on 
Moscow and a ban on the 
unapproved sale to the Rus¬ 
sians of technology that has 
dual military and civilian 
uses or is sensitive, such as 
advanced equipment used 
in deep-sea and Arctic oil 
drilling, EU officials said. 

To restrict Russia’s ac¬ 
cess to Europe’s capital 
markets, EU citizens and 
banks will be barred from 
purchasing certain bonds 
or stocks issued by state-

EU President Herman 
Van Rompuy and the head 
of the EU’s executive, Com¬ 
mission President Jose Man¬ 
uel Barroso, said the 28-na¬ 
tion bloc meant to send a 
“strong warning” to Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin that the “illegal annexa¬ 
tion” of Crimea and Russia’s 
destabilization of Ukraine 
cannot be tolerated. 

“Furthermore, when the 
violence created spirals 
out of control and leads to 
the killing of almost 300 
innocent civilians in their 
flight from the Netherlands 
to Malaysia, the situation 
requires urgent and deter¬ 


mined response,” the two 
top EU officials said in a 
statement. 

Malaysia Airlines Flight 
17 was blown out of the sky 
by a missile over eastern 
Ukraine on July 17, killing 
all 298 people aboard, most 
of them Europeans. The 
Obama administration has 
blamed separatists armed 
and supported by Russia. 

The new EU sanctions 
bring Europe in step with 
the U.S., which has been 
pressing the bloc to take a 
harder line against Moscow. 

Up to now, the EU had 
only targeted specific indi¬ 
viduals, businesses or rebel 
organizations accused of 
undermining Ukraine.

Vancouver pharmacies 
are first to provide free 
HIV testing in Canada 



Vancouver is the first city in 
Canada where you can take a 
free HIV test at a pharmacy. 

Vancouver Coastal Health 
(VCH) and Providence Health 
Care announced Tuesday that 
they’re piloting the feasibility 
of local pharmacies offering 
HIV tests by introducing the 
test at two Vancouver Medicine 
Shoppe locations. 

“A few years ago, evidence 
became really compelling that 
diagnosis at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment is beneficial to 
patients and their partner,” said 
VCH medical health officer Dr. 
Reka Gustafson. “We began to 
greatly expand the availability 
of HIV testing in health-care 
settings and also outreach set¬ 
tings. It’s had a tremendous 
impact.” 

But the health-care system 
continued to see the infection 
spreading among young people 
— who rarely see a doctor or 
visit hospitals — at concerning 


rates. So in an effort to make 
the test as accessible and easy 
as possible, they decided to 
launch the pilot project. 

“People may know what the 
healthy thing to do is, but don’t 
always do it,” said Gustafson. 
“Now they have the option of 
being tested while they wait 
for a prescription to be filled. 
We’ve made it easy for them.” 


The two Medicine Shoppe 
pharmacies have private areas 
where the test can be con¬ 
ducted. The free Rapid HIV test 
is a simple pinprick blood test 
that identifies antibodies pro¬ 
duced by humans when the 
HIV virus is present. 

“It’s a veiy good test at rul¬ 
ing out HIV,” said Gustafson.

It was just before 1 a.m. dur¬ 
ing an overnight cycling race 
when loud explosions dis¬ 
rupted the solace of a rider 
along Highway 1 in British 
Columbia. 

At first, Craig Premaclc, 59, 
thought he was hearing fire¬ 
crackers near Spences Bridge 
while he was taking part in a 
600-kilometre, two-day cycling 
event called the Cache Creek 
600. 

“But then my right forearm 
just blew up,” Premaclc said 
at a police news conference 
Tuesday. “Seconds later I could 
feel the warmth of the blood 
rolling down my leg. I quickly 
realized that I had been shot 
and pedalled faster to escape.” 

Premaclc said the bullet 
entered his right forearm, just 
below his elbow. 

As he tried to make sense 


of what was happening, he 
saw a darlc-coloured vehicle 
leaving a highway pullout. 

“It was almost like a bad 
dream. I looked down and I 
could feel the blood. My good¬ 
ness, I’ve been shot. I’ve really 
been shot. And all I could 
think was ‘Get away.’” 

Premaclc said he slowed 
the bleeding with a tourniquet 
he fashioned out of a pair of 
pants, and hoped his cycling 
buddies would soon come by. 

He said some cyclists were 
20 minutes ahead of him and 
others were 20 minutes be¬ 
hind him in the cycling event, 
that runs from Metro Vancou¬ 
ver to B.C.’s southern Interior 
and back. 

“After the longest 20 min¬ 
utes of my life, I could see the 
lights of what could only be 
my cycling friends. They were 
quick to react, with one of 
them riding back to Spences 
Bridge to summon help.” 

RCMP Insp. Ed Boettcher 
told the news conference that 
police believe the potentially 
deadly incident near Lytton 
was a random attack. 


“We’re veiy fortunate today 
to be talking about a shooting 
and not a homicide,” he said. 

“It was a completely and 
utterly violent act, one that 
could have been directed at 
any one of us.” 

Boettcher said some cyc¬ 
lists have reported that two 
men in a pickup truck threw 
objects at them earlier in the 
race, though there is nothing 
to indicate that incident is con¬ 
nected to the shooting. 

Premaclc said he was taken 
to a nearby hospital in Ash¬ 
croft before being transferred 
to Vancouver for surgery. 

He appealed to anyone 
with information about who 
could be responsible for the 
shooting to contact police. 

“The community at large 
needs to be protected from 
this person,” he said. 

Premaclc said he won’t be 
able to return to work for sev¬ 
eral months and that he’s con¬ 
cerned about finances. 

Although he can’t ride 
these days, the avid cyclist 
added: “I will for sure. There’s 
no question.” the Canadian press 


OkCupid messing with 
minds for the perfect 
love-finding formula 


Matchmakers. 

Website co-founder 
says experimenting on 
clients is just part of 
the website game 


Online matchmaking ser¬ 
vice OkCupid admitted on 
Monday that it messed with 
members’ minds a bit in a 
bid to refine the formula for 
finding love. 

OkCupid co-founder 
Christian Rudder made a 
case for the practice in a 
blog post titled We Experi¬ 
ment on Human Beings, 
which came on the heels 
of criticism of Faceboolc for 
tinkering with posts to see 
how it influenced emotions 
of members of the leading 
social network. 

“We noticed recently that 
people didn’t like it when 


Faceboolc ‘experimented’ 
with their news feed,” Rud¬ 
der said. 

“But guess what, every¬ 
body: if you use the Internet, 
you’re the subject of hun¬ 
dreds of experiments at any 
given time, on every site. 
That’s how websites work.” 

Rudder described how Ok¬ 
Cupid hid profile text to find 
out how important words 
were compared to people’s 
pictures. It also told some in¬ 
compatible folks they were 
ideal matches to determine 
if the power of suggestion 
played into romantic equa¬ 
tions. 

OkCupid learned that 
words in profiles mattered 
little next to pictures and 
that telling people they 
were fine matches ramped 
up the tendency for them to 
agree. 

“When we tell people they 
are a good match, they act as 


if they are,” Rudder said. 

“Even when they should 
be wrong for each other.” 

The matchmaking ser¬ 
vice also tested telling some 
seemingly perfect pairings 
they were lousy fits. 

It turned out those people 
were inclined to defy the 
power of suggestion and 
grow enamoured of one an¬ 
other anyway, according to 
statistics posted at OkCupid.

Dustin Moslcovitz is plotting an 
escape from email. 

The 30-year-old entrepre¬ 
neur has learned a lot about 
communication since he 
teamed up with his college 
roommate Mark Zuclcerberg to 
create Faceboolc a decade ago, 
and that knowledge is fuel¬ 
ling an audacious attempt to 
change the way people connect 
at work, where the incessant 
drumbeat of email has become 
an annoyance. 

Moslcovitz is tiying to turn 


that chronic headache into an 
afterthought with Asana, a San 
Francisco startup he runs with 
former Faceboolc and Google 
product manager Justin Rosen- 
stein. 

Asana peddles software that 
combines the elements of a 
communal notebook, social 
network, instant messaging ap¬ 
plication and online calendar 
to enable teams of employees 
to share information and do 
most of their jobs without rely¬ 
ing on email. 

“We are tiying to make all 
the soul-suclcing work that 
comes with email go away,” 
Rosenstein says, as Moslcovitz 
nods while sitting across from 
him in a former breweiy that 
serves as Asana’s headquarters. 
“This came out of a deep, heart¬ 
felt pain that Dustin and I were 
experiencing, along with just 
about eveiyone around us.” 


The miseiy keeps mounting 
in the corporate world, which 
remains an email haven. This 
year, each worker using a busi¬ 
ness email account will send 
and receive a daily average of 
121 mail messages, a 15 per 
cent increase from 105 per day 
in 2011, according to The Radi¬ 
cal Group, which tracks email 
usage. 

In contrast, consumers have 
been weaning themselves off 
electronic inboxes and increas¬ 
ingly turning to digital alterna¬ 
tives such as Faceboolc, Twitter 
and mobile messaging. 

More email translates to 
less productivity, as workers 
spend more time weeding their 
inboxes and puzzling over con¬ 
voluted exchanges among a 
hodgepodge of colleagues and 
managers scattered in various 
offices — or sometimes just a 
cubicle away, the associated press

(13.798 billion years, if you’re counting from 
home). 

Or it can find out if your dog gets jealous. 

Seriously, a study released last week 
proves that Fido doesn’t like it when you 
scratch behind some other dog’s ears, even if 
the other dog is a stuffed animal. 

Researchers at the University of Califor¬ 
nia (it’s not, like, Harvard) did an experi¬ 
ment with 36 dog owners and their dogs. 

First, owners were told to play with a little 
stuffed dog that barks and wags its tail 
(Tickle Me Fido?), followed by one of those 
Halloween jack-o’-lantern treat buckets, fol- 
lowed by reading aloud from a children’s 
popup book. 

As you might expect, the dogs were only moderately per¬

turbed by the book and the jack-o’-lantern, al¬ 
though 42 per cent weren’t sure about that 
jack-o’-lantern. But they went all canine when 
their humans started messing with another 
dog. In fact, 78 per cent tried to push the toy dog 
away, and one in four actually snapped at it. 

As interesting as this is, dog owners don’t 
need science to tell them their dogs get jealous. 

Before the kids came along, we had a dog 
named Mabel. People would ask, “Where did 
you come up with a dumb name like Mabel?” I 
replied that I should have called her Dinner, as 
that’s the only name she’ll answer to. 

Mabel was not the most affectionate animal 
but she showed her true colours (black and tan 
and green all over) the day we brought the first 
baby home from the hospital. No nudging with 
her nose or snapping — she just walked into the nursery and 
deposited a load. 


In case there was any doubt about her intentions, 18 
months later, when we brought home the second baby, she 
did exactly the same thing—the only other incident of in¬ 
continence in her 17-year existence. 

Then there was her body language. Whenever the kids 
were in the room, Mabel would deliberately turn her back 
and pointedly ignore them. They grew up traumatized. 

Of course, faced with the data, the scientists are showing 
admirable restraint. “We can’t really speak to the dogs’ sub¬ 
jective experiences, of course, but it looks as though they 
were motivated to protect an important social relationship,” 
said Christine Harris, the lead researcher. 

Well, duh. Not to mention an important meal ticket. After 
all, there’s more at stake here than a scratch behind the ears. 

When you’re a dog, you need your best friend more than 
he or she needs you. So the last thing you need is some other 
animal — or stupid jack-o’-lantern — competing for tasty 
snacks that are rightfully yours. 

It’s a dog’s life. And there’s no room for another one.

The Guardians of the Galaxy, 
who made their first appear¬ 
ance in print in 1969, bear 
very little resemblance to 
the team of superheroes who 
will grace the big screen this 
weekend. 

Conspicuous by his ab¬ 
sence in the original book is 
Rocket Raccoon, the heroic 
character voiced by Bradley 
Cooper in the film.

Cancel the stunt doubles 
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Zoe comes 
outswinging 

Guardians of the Galaxy 
might mark Zoe Saldana’s 
first Marvel movie, but 
she’s no stranger to stunt 
work. When it came time 
to get fighting, the Star 
Trek and Avatar star had 
plenty of past experience to 
call upon. “There’s muscle 
memory of the things 
I’ve done the past seven 
or eight years. I was able 
to kind of relax with my 
body and work with the 
stunt co-ordinators, but not 
excessively like I’ve done 
on other films,” she says. 


“Chris [Pratt] was like, ‘I 
know you’re very stunt- 
y, but just be yourself.’ 
Around the third take he’s 
like, ‘Take it easy, baby.

Pratt happily concurs:

Fin-stastic. Sharknado 
2 delivers a storm of 
laughs as it sinks its 
teeth into Manhattan 


Don’t woriy about me. The 
Sharknado Evacuation map 
supplied by Syfy network 
places me, as a resident of 
Lower Manhattan, smack in 
the zone most in peril this 
sharknado season. But I’ll be 
ready. 

You might as well batten 
down the hatches, too. Shark¬ 
nado 2: The Second One 
(which, if you hadn’t guessed, 
is an encore follow-up sequel 
to last summer’s campy clas¬ 
sic) premieres Wednesday 
(Space, 9 p.m. EDT). 

The original Sharknado 
depicted a weather aber¬ 
ration on the Southern 
California coast that caused 
bloodthirsty sharks to rain 
on hapless Angelenos. But 
hunky beach-bar owner Fin 
Shepard (get it: fin shep¬ 
herd?!) saved the day with a 
makeshift shark explosion. 

Now he’s back. Again 
played by Beverly Hills, 
90210 alum Ian Ziering, Fin, 
in the aftermath of his shark¬ 
nado trauma, is heading to 
New York City for a quiet 
visit along with his beloved 
ex, April (the returning Tara 
Reid). It won’t surprise you 
to learn that an even big¬ 
ger, badder sharknado siege 
awaits him. 

That’s the bad news. The 
good news: Sharknado 2 is a 
hilarious must-see treat. 

The original film erupted 
as a social-media and pop- 
culture phenomenon, mostly 
celebrated for its unwitting 
awfulness. It was a throw¬ 
back to drive-in movies of 
50 years ago that you would 
have ignored while you and 
your date put your attention 
elsewhere. A would-be blend

of Jaws and Baywatch, it was 
funny, but never seemed to 
be in on the joke. 

Against all odds, Shark¬ 
nado 2 has wised up. Though 
it and its performers teem 
with conviction — no wink¬ 
ing at the audience here 

— the film is unabashedly 
awash with fun. And unlike 
laid-back Cali, New York — 
always spoiling for a fight 

— is the perfect arena for 


dramatic strife, even from 
killer sharks cascading from 
the sky. 

In fact, Sharknado 2 serves 
as a paean to the Big Apple. 
Veteran comedian Robert 
Klein (playing the mayor of 
New York in one of the film’s 
numerous celebrity cameos) 
delivers a rousing call-to- 
arms for all New Yorkers: 
“When something bites us, 
we bite back!” Hizzoner said 


a mouthful! 

Adding to the merriment 
are the many New York lo¬ 
cations. Director Anthony C. 
Ferrante (back again for the 
sequel, as is screenwriter 
Thunder Levin) proves him¬ 
self as a guerrilla filmmaker, 
capturing the city up-close- 
and-personal yet with a re¬ 
markably sleek touch. It’s a 
fine-looking film, despite a 
budget (Ferrante hints) some¬ 
where between $1 million 
and $2 million and a shoot¬ 
ing schedule (he swears) of 
just 18 days. 

“I had only been to New 
York a few times,” Ferrante, 
who grew up in Northern 
California, said recently, “and 


getting to come here and 
shoot at all these landmarks, 
I was like a kid in a candy 
store. When they told me, 
‘You only get Times Square 
for two hours, and with only 
a crew of eight,’ I said, ‘OK, 
let’s do it!’ We shot the whole 
ferry scene in 15 minutes on 
the ride back from Liberty Is¬ 
land. 

“We needed to do the sub¬ 
way scene, and got a meeting 
with the MTA. They didn’t 
know what a sharknado is, 
but we made our case. They 
said, ‘We’re gonna give you 
the platform at Citi Field 
and a functioning (subway) 
car for three hours.’ And the 
Mets gave us a 12-hour day at 


Citi Field. I’m from L.A., but 
I want the Mets to win the 
World Series this year. They 
did me a solid!” 

The subway and Citi Field 
sequences are riotous, and, 
among the many star turns, 
Today personalities Matt 
Lauer and A1 Rolcer do some 
of the best work of their lives 
providing poker-faced cover¬ 
age of the raging disaster. 

But the film will sink its 
teeth into you from its first 
moments as you join Fin and 
April on their terrifying air¬ 
line flight. Fasten your seat- 
belt for a wicked homage. 
This Sharknado is the veiy 
definition of scared silly.

Auteur and author

Comical cult legend John Wat¬ 
ers says he doesn’t know if 
he’ll make another film again, 
and he’s fine with that. 

After writing and directing 
over a dozen features, earn¬ 
ing nicknames including the 
Baron of Bad Taste and the 
Pope of Trash for his subver¬ 
sive screen stories, he’s found 
happiness in penning books 
as it gets harder and harder to 
secure financing for new big- 
screen projects. 

“I want to make another 
movie, but if I don’t, I have 
many ways to tell my stories,” 
Waters said in a telephone 
interview to promote his sev¬ 
enth book, Carsick. 

“They want me to make 
(films) on the budgets I made 
Female Trouble and Polyester, 
and I can’t be a faux under¬ 
ground filmmaker at 68. 

“It’s just like when they 
wanted me to come to Occupy 
Baltimore. I’m for it, I’m for 
all anarchy kids — as a mat¬ 
ter of fact, I want a hacker 
boyfriend, because they stay 
home, they’re up in their bed¬ 
rooms shutting down govern¬ 
ments,” the openly gay writer- 
director-actor continued with 
a laugh from his Baltimore 
home. 

“But at the same time I 
said, ‘I own three homes and 
a summer rental. I can’t really 
be too much of an anarchist.’ 
Brigid Berlin, the great War¬ 
hol star, said to me ... ‘How 
can we be bad at 70?’ What a 
great line that was. That we 
even want to be, at 70.” 


The baddest thing Waters 
has done lately? Hitchhiking 
from his Baltimore house to 
his apartment in San Francis¬ 
co for Carsick, now on shelves. 

The book begins with fic¬ 
tionalized hitchhiking scen¬ 
arios he imagined might 
happen to him on the road. 
It then gives a humorous ac¬ 
count of his actual 2012 trip 
with drivers including a min¬ 
ister’s wife, a young man in a 
red Corvette and a coal miner. 

His cover was eventually 
blown after he was picked up 


by the indie band Here We Go 
Magic and they tweeted about 
it, leading to a fluriy of posts 
of his adventure on social 
media. 

Holding out his thumb 
roadside with a cardboard 
sign and signature pencil-thin 
moustache gave him a new 
outlook on Middle America, 
said the writer-director of 
1988’s Hairspray and 1994’s 
Serial Mom. 

“I always said before, I 
do great in the high life and 
the low life — I can do well 


at the Cannes Film Festival, I 
do well in prison, I don’t do 
well in a shopping mall. But 
I think that changed, because 
I think Middle America is dif¬ 
ferent now. I think people 
have changed. I think it’s all 
because of the Internet and 
the global community and 
eveiything.

really out there doing it for 
five days, I said I’d get in Ted 
Bundy’s car. If he had a Volk¬ 
swagen and a broken arm and 
pulled up, I would’ve gotten in 
with him.” 

In fact, the more offbeat 
the driver the better for Wat¬ 
ers, who noted he’s more 
interested in “people that 
think they’re normal but are 
insane.” 

“Because that’s all the 
characters I make movies 
about,” he said.

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Less campy gore in 
store for new season 
of Hemlock Grove 



Layers peeled back. 
Supernatural tropes 
give way to getting 
under the skin of series’ 
vampire and werewolf 


Netflix series Hemlock Grove 
is shying away in its second 
season from the campy lore it 
introduced in its first season 
but continues to deliver plenty 
of gore — as shows about 
werewolves and vampires 
tend to do. 

Chunks of flesh and 
streams of blood won’t sur¬ 
prise audiences familiar with 
Eh Roth’s work — the Hostel 
series filmmaker brought the 
Brian McGreevy novel of the 
same name to life as a show 
last year. The quality of visual 
effects earned the series an 
Emmy nod for its first season, 
including those in the particu¬ 
larly horrific scene in the fi¬ 
nale when, in a fit of rage, rich 
teenaged brat Roman Godfrey 
(Bill Slcarsgard) tears off his 
mother Olivia’s tongue with 
his teeth and spits the blood¬ 
ied flesh out onto the floor 
beside her. 

“I fast-forward through 
those parts,” Famke Janssen, 
who plays the mysterious 
matriarch Olivia, said with a 
laugh during an interview at 
Toronto’s Shangri-La Hotel. 


Janssen, known for her 
roles in Nip/Tuclc and as Jean 
Grey in the X-Men series, de¬ 
scribes her character as not 
just manipulative, but “diabol¬ 
ical.” 

“Olivia is veiy unlike from 
anyone else I’ve played,” said 
Janssen. “She’s challenging 
in a way where you’re giving 
emotions to a character where 


you never truly know wheth¬ 
er she’s putting them on to 
achieve something or if she 
really means it.” 

The show, shot in Toronto 
and set in a former Pennsyl¬ 
vania steel town, follows the 
grisly murders of teenage girls, 
which leads to an unlikely bro- 
mance between Roman and 
Peter Rumancek, the new kid 


in town who also happens to 
be a werewolf, played by Can¬ 
adian Landon Liboiron. The 
pair teams up to find the crea¬ 
ture perpetrating the crimes, a 
journey that doesn’t end well 
for any of the characters. 

The trauma Olivia endures 
at the end of the first season 
is both physical and emotional

ley has gone missing after be¬ 
ing blamed for the murders, 
her close relationship with 
Roman is severed after she 
tells him he’s a vampire, and 
his vicious response to this 
revelation leads to Olivia be¬ 
ing hauled away in a body 
bag. Her rebirth in Season 2 is 
in the hands of the mad doc¬ 
tor Johann Piyce (Joel de la 
Fuente) at the ethically ques¬ 
tionable Godfrey Institute for 
Biomedical Technologies. 

“She’s not in the best shape 
that we’ve seen her in, but she 
has a way of crawling out of 
anything and everything — 
she’s a survivor,” said Janssen. 

Her crippled state trans¬ 
forms her, evoking unfamiliar 
emotions in Olivia. 

“I like the whole vulner¬ 
ability aspect we brought to 
her this season because that’s 
more who I am,” said Janssen. 
“I am not an evil, manipula¬ 
tive character by nature so 
those are the parts that are a 
little bit more challenging but 
certainly fun.” 

After the first season an¬ 
swers the question “What are 


you?” — which both the audi¬ 
ence and Olivia’s late husband 
ask in a flashback — the show 
takes a turn away from myth- 
ology. 

“This season was about ex¬ 
foliating the characters more, 
peeling back the layers of the 
onion to see what was under¬ 
neath,” said Charles (Chic) Eg- 
lee, the series’ new showrun- 
ner. 

Despite describing ele¬ 
ments of the show as “horrif¬ 
ic,” Eglee said he doesn’t classi¬ 
fy Hemlock Grove as a horror 
show, adding he isn’t familiar 
with horror or the tropes used 
in the genre. 

This may prove to benefit 
the show since its first season 
received lukewarm critical 
reviews partly because of its 
reliance on tropes, including 
“serving up the predictable 
chorus line of pretty girls to be 
disembowelled for your view¬ 
ing pleasure,” as Los Angeles 
Times television critic Mary 
McNamara wrote. 

This season’s plot follows 
a string of murders made to 
look like accidents that Peter 
is determined to solve, trying 
to enlist Roman’s help. Both 
are also entangled in family 
struggles — Peter is tiying to 
get his mother Lynda (Lili Tay¬ 
lor) out of prison while Roman 
deals with his mother’s at¬ 
tempts at reconciliation.

It was a cold night in Decem¬ 
ber when my pal and I popped 
open a bottle of wine and start¬ 
ed planning our two-weelc surf 
trip down Central America’s 
Pacific coast. 

Stops in Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua were musts, as the 
countries boast some of the 
best surf scenes in that comer 
of the globe. But another coun¬ 
try had grabbed our attention: 
El Salvador. 

Eveiything we read talked 
of the unspoiled beaches, the 
nascent tourism industry that 
made your dollar stretch, and 
the excellent surf. It might 
have been our curiosity. It 
might have been the wine. But 
within the hour we had booked 
a flight to the capital San Salva¬ 
dor and exchanged a high five. 

“You did what?” was my 
mother’s response to the news. 
“Isn’t there a war going on 
there?” 

“Not since the early ’90s, 
mom,” I said. 

Twenty years on, El Salvador 
is still trying to shake the vio¬ 
lent reputation it gained from 
that long, brutish civil war that 
stretched over a decade and 
saw children recmited as sol¬ 
diers and civilians terrorized by

massacres. It’s been a long re- 
coveiy but the nation that has 
emerged is on the path towards 
healing and excited by the pros¬ 
pect of sharing its treasures 
with visitors. 

Any trepidation we felt as 
we flew towards San Salvador 
in March dissipated when 
we walked out of the airport 
to meet a clean-cut surfer 
named Jaime holding a plac¬ 
ard with our names scrawled 
on it. 

We’d arranged the ride 
through Papayas, a hostel 
we booked in a small surf 
town called El Tunco, about a 
45-minute drive from the San 


Salvador airport. 

Following a stilted conver¬ 
sation of broken English and 
Spanish, he piled our back¬ 
packs into his Nissan truck 
and we hit the highway. 

We spent three days in 
this little town taking surf 
lessons, gorging on fresh 
fruit and fried Salvadoran 
fare and partying late into 
the night. While we spent 
two weeks in Central Amer¬ 
ica, we both agreed those 
first three days were the 
highlight of our trip. 

Here’s why you should plan 
your own Salvadoran adven¬ 
ture. 


The cost 

We nabbed a room with an en- 
suite bathroom at Papayas Surf 
Lodge, three minutes from the 
beach, for $22 a night. The 
beds were clean and comfort¬ 
able and the lodge had a small 
pool and kitchen for those 
who wanted to cook. There 
are a handful of restaurants to 
choose from in town (the town 
consists of two main dirt roads 
where all of the eateries, shops 
and bars are clustered). The 
cost of dinner ranged from $1 
for three pupusas (fried tortilla 
with cheese, meat and beans) 
from a street vendor to about 
$6 for North American fare 


from a patio restaurant on 
the beach. The meals washed 
down easily with $1.50 beers. 
Surf lessons are $10 an hour. 
Just take the main road to the 
beach where buff surfer boys 
hang out hounding you to hire 
them. 


The empty beaches 

The three days we spent in 
El Tunco were midweek, so 
we missed the weekend rush 
when the locals from San Sal¬ 
vador come out to play. That 
said, it was still high season 
in Central America (March) 
and at times we were the only 
surfers at the beach. There 
are some breaks further 
away from El Tunco for more 
skilled surfers, but the beach 
near Papayas offers a con¬ 
sistent mid-size wave that’s 
perfect for learning with the 
added bonus you don’t have 
to woriy about running a kid 
over with your board (a veiy 
real risk at some of the more 
popular spots in Costa Rica). 
This isn’t a white sand Carib¬ 
bean beach — it’s pebbly and 
dark with volcanic rock — 
but the waves are good and 
the sun shines. 
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El Salvador’s beaches are beautiful and void of the crowds you’ll see in more popular spots like Costa Rica.

You really Cannes 
afford that trip to 
the French Riviera 


South of France on a 
shoestring. The town 
best known for movie 
stars and yachts can 
be enjoyed by the

Cannes, the jewel of the French 
Riviera, was just a sleepy fishing 
village when 19th-centuiy Eng¬ 
lish aristocrat Henry Brougham 
began encouraging his friends 
to visit. 

These days the place is 
packed with millionaires year- 
round, though the famous 
Cannes Film Festival held each 
May is the designer-gowned 
cheny on top of that pricey 
sundae.

Get set on the croisette 

The Boulevard de la Croisette, 
pronounced kwah-SETT, is the 
curving street that stretches for 
over a kilometre along the sea 
front.

france/ , features mountains 
of produce, flowers, cheese, 
olives and more and is a fun 
place to take photographs. 
Open Tuesday-Sunday, 7 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. On Mondays it turns 


into a flea market. 

Reach the beach 

Some beaches along the Riviera 
are private and you will pay a 
pretty penny for the privilege 
of sitting under a parasol. But 
there are sections of free beach 
in Cannes, including Plage du 
Midi on Boulevard du Midi Jean 
Hibert west of the old port. 
Along the Croisette, Mace is a 
municipally managed beach, 
which means you can rent 
chairs and umbrellas for less 
than at the private beaches. It 
also has an open section where 
you can lounge for free on the 
sand.

Phoenix, staying at its emer¬ 
gency shelter and learning 
life skills such as applying 
for social assistance, finding 
an apartment, finishing her 
Grade 12 requirements and 
having a healthy pregnancy. 

“This past May was my 
five-years-clean anniversaiy,” 
she said, inciting enthusiastic 
cheers from the star-studded 
crowd. “I have successfully 
completed an introductory 
trades program ... and will be 
starting my second year this 
coming September.” 

Amy said she was “simply 


existing” before Phoenix. 

“Now I feel like I’m actual¬ 
ly living,” she concluded.

Review. Two-door 
version of Kia's 
Forte gets more of 
everything over sedan

With the arrival of the all- 
new Kia Forte sedan, it was 
just a matter of time before 
the five-door hatchbacks and 
two-door coupes showed up. 

As it did with the previ¬ 
ous generation of Fortes, Kia 
decided to give the two-door 
model its own name: the 
Koup. And the company has 
honestly tried to make the 
Koup its own vehicle. 

The 2014 Koup only 
shares its hood and front 
fenders with its siblings, and 


flaunts more of everything 
compared to its predecessor 
— more power, more style, 
a longer and wider stance, 
and just a wee bit more rear- 
seat legroom. 

The coupe format priori¬ 
tizes the driver’s needs for 
style and at-the-wheel fun. 
It’s perfect, for example, for 
young people who have yet 
to experience the misery 
(or joy) of having to con¬ 
cern themselves with the 
all-encompassing needs of 
offspring. 

New engines include a 
2.0-litre direct-injection four 
cylinder, which grunts out 
173 horsepower, the equal 
amount of the previous 
2.4-litre engine, and a 201- 
hp, 1.6-litre turbo, which 
debuted earlier as the up¬ 
graded engine for the Velo¬ 
ster — the other compact 
sporty coupe in the Hyun¬ 


dai-Kia arsenal. 

That turbo, only avail¬ 
able on the Koup’s up-level 
SX trim, seems to suggest 
Kia might be eyeing the up¬ 
per echelons of the compact 
sports coupe wars, where 
the Honda Civic Si and Golf 


GTi screech their tires. 

Even with the new en¬ 
gine, however, the Koup 
is not really positioned to 
prosper in that subcategory, 
which appeals more to out¬ 
right gearheads. The Koup 
doesn’t have the steering 


feel and overall edginess of 
those two. 

But we’re sure Kia was 
aiming for a different ex¬ 
perience, anyway, one 
where the driver can con¬ 
fidently fling the vehicle 
around, and bask in a style 
and interior experience that 
belies its price class. 

This personal-luxury feel 
is created by a very quiet 
cabin, built with high-grade 
materials and rendered in a 
modern style. 

The sleek rooffine means 
compromises to rear visibil¬ 
ity and the size of the trunk 
access. But the trunk is fairly 
large, and the rear seats fold 
forward. It was easy to slide 
my bicycle into the back. 

Friends may have trouble 
getting into the rear seats, 
but, overall, the Koup is a 
very upbeat vehicle that you 
and your friends will enjoy.

Whether it’s to make a sports 
car faster, or for better per¬ 
formance in an everyday car, 
auto manufacturers often 
increase the horsepower in 
their engines. In some cases, 
they’ll even tweak a single 
engine design to get a lower- 
and higher-horsepower ver¬ 
sion out of it. It’s a process 
that involves several meth¬ 
ods, employed alone or in 
combination. 

“Horsepower is the meas¬ 
ure of work an engine can 
do,” says Chris Nowak, senior 
manager of product develop¬ 
ment for Chiysler’s Mopar 
division. “With any amount 
of fuel into the engine, it’s 
how much useful motion I 
can get out of the car.” 

Most cars run on gasoline, 
but they mix it with large 
volumes of air and then burn 
this volatile vapour to create 
power. It isn’t enough to just 
pour in more gas. “At some 
point, you will saturate the 
engine and it won’t run prop¬ 
erly,” Nowak says. “You want 
to add more air.” 

One way to do this is to 
add a turbocharger or super¬ 
charger. These devices attach 
to the engine and force air 
into it when more power is 
needed, such as when you 
press hard on the throttle. 
The engine’s computers re¬ 
spond by increasing the flow 
of fuel, which in turn increas¬ 
es the power. When extra air 
goes in, it has to go out to 
make room for more, so en¬ 
gineers also improve how the 
engine “breathes.” 

A freer-flowing exhaust 
system will still muffle the 
sound and reduce pollutants, 
but it reduces back pressure 
on the engine. Engineers 


Need for speed 


• “Horsepower” was 
coined by inventor 
James Watt.

carefully balance the air go¬ 
ing into the engine with the 
amount going out. 

Another step is to cali¬ 
brate the engine by program¬ 
ming its control module. 

“The calibration tells the 
engine how to mix the air 
and fuel, how much, and at 
what r.p.m.,” Nowak says. 
“You could tune the intake or 
the exhaust alone, and that 
would give you an increase in 
horsepower, but the calibra¬ 
tion is where you maximize 
performance.” 

Some performance kits in¬ 
clude a cold-air intake, which 
draws cool fresh air into the 
engine, rather than the hot 
air in the engine compart¬ 
ment. Cold air is denser, so 
more oxygen is drawn in, 
which more effectively burns 
in the combustion chamber 
to power the engine. 

Race-car drivers substan¬ 
tially increase horsepower 
by rebuilding their engines 
with speed-specific internal 
components, but this can be 
extremely expensive. Eveiy- 
day car owners can buy add¬ 
ons, such as cold-air intakes 
or freer-flowing exhaust sys¬ 
tems, to get more power at a 
fraction of the race-car cost.

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SUV vows to 
help drivers 
defy death 



Technology. Volvo 
XC90 goes to great 
lengths to protect 
all passengers in the 
event of an accident 


When the XC90 is offi¬ 
cially revealed in August, 
Volvo’s range-topping SUV 
will be one of the safest cars 
ever built. 

While other manufactur¬ 
ers pledge to build the fast¬ 
est or most powerful car ever 
conceived, or set targets to 
sell more than one million 
vehicles in Asia before a cer¬ 
tain date, Volvo has set itself 
an altogether more challen¬ 
ging and admirable target. 

It is doing everything it 
can to ensure that, by the 
end of the decade, no one 
travelling in a new Volvo — 
driver or passengers — will 
be killed or seriously injured 
as the result of an accident. 

The project is called Volvo 
2020 Vision, and the XC90 
will be a significant step in 
making that vision a reality. 

“Our starting point on 
safety is the same today as 
it was 87 years ago: real-life 
situations,” says Peter Mer- 
tens, Volvo’s senior vice- 
president of research and de¬ 
velopment. “We study data. 
We crunch numbers. We in¬ 
novate. The result is one of 
the safest cars ever made.” 

The XC90 will be the first 
car ever to offer a safety sys¬ 
tem specifically designed to 
minimize injuries when a 
car leaves the road as the re¬ 
sult of an accident. 

Called Safe Positioning, 
the system will pre-tension 
seatbelts when a crash is 
detected to minimize occu¬ 
pants’ movements, while the 
seats have an energy-absorb¬ 
ing quality Volvo claims will 
minimize spinal injuries. 

When the company first 
showcased these technolo¬ 


gies in 2013, it stressed 
that the biggest obstacle to 
achieving its 2020 Vision 
goal is trying to protect 
people when a car leaves the 
road in a run-off accident. 

It is comparatively easy 
to build a car that can pro¬ 
tect occupants in the event 
of a collision with another 
vehicle, or with a road bar¬ 
rier or other infrastructure. 
But when a car leaves the 
road, there are an infinite 
number of things to hit. 

“Committing to safety is 
not about passing a test or 
getting a ranking,” says Lotta 
Jalcobsson, a technical spe¬ 
cialist at Volvo. “It is about 
finding out how and why 
accidents and injuries occur 
and then developing the 
technology to prevent them.” 

Therefore, as well as 
minimizing the effects of an 
impact, the system is also de¬ 
signed to keep the car on the 
road at all costs. 

For example, it can take 
over the steering if the 
vehicle is about to leave its 
lane or apply the brakes to 
individual wheels and cut 
engine torque if the sensors 
detect the car is in danger 
of rolling over. It can even 
monitor the driver for signs 
of tiredness and inattention. 

The other world first is 
something Volvo calls its 
junction braking system, 
which will prevent a driver 
from accidentally turning 
into the path of an oncoming 
car, and can also pre-tension 
seatbelts and automatically 
illuminate the brake lights if 
it senses a vehicle approach¬ 
ing from the rear is liable to 
make contact. 

“These two world firsts 
are further examples of how 
new technologies target sub¬ 
stantial real-life traffic prob¬ 
lems. This strategy moves us 
closer and closer to our am¬ 
bition that, by 2020, no one 
should be killed or seriously 
injured in a new Volvo,” says 
Jalcobsson. afp
